This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (“FOIA”) request No. SBA-2019-000598 
in which you have requested the following:

b. Former Administrator Linda McMahon 

c. Former Acting Administrator Joseph Loddo 

d. Anyone communicating on behalf of any of the above officials, such as an 
administrative assistant or scheduler 

2. Copies of any materials exchanged at any meetings between the SBA officials listed 
above and any representative of the NRA.” 

SBA has performed a search for document responsive to your request and is releasing the 
attached documents. Redactions have been made pursuant to FOIA Exemption 6 which protects 
information about individuals in “personnel and medical files and similar files” when the 
disclosure of such information “would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy.” The redacted information consists of private telephone numbers and clearly falls under 
the protection of FOIA Exemption 6. 
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If you are dissatisfied with the Agency’s decision, you may file an administrative appeal within 90 
days of the date of this letter to:
